Dr. C. C. Murray, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia College of Agricul- 
ture, told the 14th annual meeting of 
Georgia seedsmen that the state’s cot- 
ton and corn crop could be doubled—with 
all other crops substantially increased— 
“if crop information now available was 
applied by all the farmers in the state.” 

That this much wealth is there to be 
picked up, and isn’t because of lack of 
knowledge of what is available, indicates 
again what an important thing it is to 
have a man as commissioner of agricul- 
ture who will see that the farmers get 
crop information. 

The Market Bulletin, we have said 
many times before, could be the liaison 
between the University and the farmer 
—bringing to him all available informa- 
tion. If that information can double his 
crop, the farmer must have it. We sug- 
gest to the next commissioner, who we 
trust is one who knows farming and its 
needs, that the agriculturists of the state 
can use such information to better ad- 
vantage than they can predictions as to 
when the world will end. 

Also important was the gospel of good 
seeds preached by Ivy W. Duggan, vice 
president of the Trust Company and for- 
mer head of the FCA. “Cheap seeds,” he 
said, “are the highest priced planting 
seeds a farmer can buy.” : 

Georgia has long needed a proper 
seed law. 

This, too, can bé promoted by a com- 
missioner of agriculture who will cooper- 
ate and coordinate instead of dividing.

Rice Lifted Sportswriting 
Into a Refreshing Era 


Death came late yesterday to Grant- 
land Rice and without doubt the weary 
but always gallant and stout-hearted man 
greeted him as an old friend. As he had 
so often written in the many poems ‘in 
which his real self found outlet, death had 
already taken most of the best ones who 
had come along the long path of years 
with him. 

He did not, of course, wish for death, 
but he long had been ready. He was 73, 
but never a man answered the last call 
with a younger heart than he. He was al- 
Ways young, always looking ahead, al- 
ways thrilled by whatever game was be- 
ing played on the field or in the arena of 
life. 

“Granny” Rice was born in Tennessee. 
He attended Vanderbilt University where 
his youthful imagination early was cap- 
tured by the football teams of a young 
coach named Dan McGugin who had late- 
ly come down from Michigan. 

It is no exaggeration whatever to say 
that Grantland Rice, all by himself, cre- 
ated a new era in sports writing. He took 
it out of the field of pedestrian descrip- 
tion and straining slang and made it 
vividly alive. His descriptive phrases. at- 
tracted a reader audience greater than 
any other sports reporter has ever had. 

While Knute Rockne brought a coach- 
ing genius to Notre Dame, it was Grant- 
land Rice’s stories of Rockne’s “Four 
Horsemen” and “Seven. Mules” which, 
more than anything else, brought Notre 
Dame's football teams to national atten- 
tion. 

All his life Rice was a gentle, sweet 
and kind person in whom the milk of hu- 
man kindness never turned sour. He 
helped innumerable young newspapermen 
and athletes. He was always ready with 
a pat on the back and an encouraging 
word. 

For the old-timers, it will never be 
quite the same without him, but even 
they will find some appeasement of their 
sorrow in thinking of the great throng of 
eager friends who even now ‘are waiting 
impatiently for Charon to land his craft 
and passenger on the other shore. 


Reduced Fire Rates 
Are ‘Plan’. Benefit 


A tax rate change brings an immediate 
public reaction. The reaction is favor- 
able or unfavorable, according to the di- 
rection of the change. But one thing is for 
Sure, there'll be one.

Taxes are the dues one pays as a meme 
ber of a municipality. A reduced fire in- 
surance cost can be put down as a benefit 
of belonging. If and when lowered rates are 
announced for Atlanta, policyholders can 
put the savings down as a bonus that 
comes from living under the city um- 
brella.

Southeastern Business 
Outlook Is Optimistic 


The Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce reports that the state’s business- 
men generally feel good about current 
business. They also anticipate the next 
six months will be even better. 


Although there have been some de- 
clines from last year’s peaks in employ- 
ment and sales, bank deposits and other 
yardsticks are ahead of last year. Retail 
sales are slightly ahead of last year and 
textiles are in a better position. 


Meanwhile, -the U.S. Department of 
Commerce has released an account of 
broad economic progress in many fields 
of business activity in the Southeast in 
1953. : 


Final figures show that financially the 
banks were in an unprecedentedly sound 
c@ndition. They had on deposit around 
12.6 billion dollars, their assets totaled 
13.7 billion, and loa@hs added up to some 
4% billion. 

In agriculture the farmers produced 
514 billion eggs, 66.8 million chickens, 781 
million pounds of broilers, and 3 million 
turkeys for which they received in return 
more than half a billion dollars in reve- 
nue. Ten and three-tenths million cat- 
tle and calves populated the fields. 

The farmers received a total of nearly 
4 billion dollars in cash for their products. 

Industrial expansion in the amount of, 
more than 400 million dollars in plants 
and facilities was under way. 

The region produced 50 per cent of the 
nation’s textile output, pulp and paper 
companies produced more than a third of 
the nation’s output of. wood pulp and a 
fourth of its paper and board. 

Almost a billion dollars went into 
urban building and more than 70 billion 
kilowatt hours of electric energy was pro- 


duced. More than three-quarters of a bil- 


lion dollars’ worth of goods cleared 
Southeastern ports bound to and from for- 
eign countries. 

The Southeast has plenty of reason for 
optimism. There’s no reason why its 
growth should not continue at the same 
splendid pace.

General Eisenhower, who. was 
running for President, promised in 
his campaign that he would, if 
elected, sign an offshore-oil bill 
giving states domain. 

So oil support—and oil money— 
was assured for the Republican 
candidate.

The journey of the Bishop’s Jeep turned out 
to be quite a thing. From Peter Calhoun, son of

secretary of State Dulles went to Paris to find out whether there 
is any chance for a real negotiation to end the Indochina war. If 
there is, he will return to Washington this week and send Under- 


Secretary Walter Bedell Smith to 
carry on at Paris or Geneva. If 
there is no chance, Dulles will, 
when he comes back here in a 
few days, explain the situation to 
the American people. 

Any idea that the whole Indo- 
china problem is going to be solved 
either at Paris or Geneva in time 
for the July 20 deadline set by 
Premier Mendes-France can be 
dismissed now. For unquestion- 
ably, if there is any tangible hope 
for an agreement, it will . take 
many weeks to iron it out. Thus 
the French premier is expected to 
resign next Tuesday, but Presi- 
dent Coty will not accept the resig- 
nation and will ask Mendes-France 
to continue on for a while at the 
head of the government. The 
French parliament undoubtedly 
will grant the extension of time. 

There are some folks in the 
world who naively believe the In- 
dochina war is just a natural 
movement by the people there to 
gain independence and that the 
rebels are merely persons who 


_have embraced communism as a 


political philosophy. The evidence 
shows clearly that Red China has 
been guilty of aggreession in 
neighboring countries. Here are the 
words of Secretary Dulles bearing- 
on this point, taken from a confi- 
dential session with the Senate 


a 


Foreign Relations Committee of 
just a few weeks ago, as officially 
released now by the Senate for 
publication: 

“Communist China has been sup- 
plying to the Viet Minh an ever 
increasing volume of munitions 
and military supplies. There is al- 
SO evidence that Soviet arms have 
been supplied in increasing quanti- 
ties to Communist forces in Indo- 
china. 

“The plan is, not only to take 
over Indochina but to dominate all 
of Southeast Asia. The struggle 
thus carries a grave threat not 
only to Vietnam, Laos and Cams 
bodia but also to such friendly 
neighboring countries as Thailand, 


Malaya, Burma, Indonesia, the 
Philippines, Australia and New 
Zealand.”’ 


Once a cease-fire is attained in 
Indochina, the military stalemate 
there will resemble the one in Ko- 
rea, but the free world will wait 
now to see if there is any sincere 
desire by the Communists to set 
up such a line at all and end the 
aggression, or whether for a while 


.it will merely relieve the Commu- 


nists’ mischief-making strategists 
from duties in Southeast Asia and 
turn all such energies toward fo- 
menting more trouble in Tunis and 
Morocco. The ‘cold war’ has 
reached a significant stage.

Both the United States and 
British governments are firmly 
opposed to a partition south of 
the 16th parallel. No frontier that 
satisfies the requirements of 
length and defense has yet been 
decided upon but there are sev- 
eral alternative lines under dis- 
cussion. 

The question of retention by 
the French of an area north of 
such a line has been exhaustively 
discussed in military circles. Al- 
though the French Union forces 
probably would like .to retain 
Hanoi, the military view here is 
that the city’s communications 


are too vulnerable. The position 
of Haiphong, which is on the sea, 
is regarded as somewhat stronger. 

What the Allies fear is a fu- 
ture Communist “‘squeeze’’ upon 
Hanoi similar to that exerted on 
Berlin by the blockade six years 
ago. 


FUTURE STEPS 


The chances that the Chinese 
will accept this sort of a set- 
tlement at the Geneva conference 
are now about one.in 12, it is 
thought here. Consequently most 
of the emphasis in military and 
political planning is upon the 
steps to be taken by the United 
States and Britain in the event 
that this settlement is not at- 
tained. 

In that event the maximum of 
importance is placed on the ques- 
tion of where the United States 
and Britain are to draw the line 
over which the Communist forces 
cannot advance without invoking 
the risk of World War III. 

Only when this line is drawn 
by military and political plan- 
ners and agreed to by the gov- 
ernments can the United States 
and Britain discuss any concrete 
problems of assembling the men 
and materiel to hold it.

Seizure of 
Slots Here

Fulton Criminal Sol. John I. Kel- 
ley Tuesday called on all law en- 
forcement officers to join in an ef- 
fort to rid the county of slot ma- 
chines and other gambling devices 
before Fulton’s cities are faced 
with a “greater catastrophe than 
occurred in Phenix City.” 

The solicitor said that although 
it is “common knowledge that it 
is a violation of the law to pos- 
sess'’ slot machines and other gam- 
bling devices, federal records show 
there are 427 slot machines regis- 
tered in Fulton County. 

Enforcement of laws against 
possession of slots, he charged, is 
being deterred by “inhibitions” 
placed on officers by their superi- 
ors.

Save Water Resource, Gowen Asks

AUGUSTA, July 13—The water 
resources of the state must be 
protected and regulated against 
the day that irnmgation is normal 
practice on Georgia farms, 
Charles Gowen, gubernatorial 
candidate, said Tuesday. 

Otherwise, Gowen said, the 
water may be monopolized by a 
few big men or corporations who 
might sell it to farmers to irri- 
gate their fields. 


The amount of water that any 
one man can take out of the 
ground should be limited, he said, 
pointing out that Western states 
have strict rules on water use. 
He said that the coming of irri- 
gation to Georgia is inevitable 
and that the state’s bankers al- 
ready were making plans. to fi- 
nance the purchase of irrigation 
equipment for tobacco growers. 

Gowen brought his campaign 
to Augusta Tuesday night for a 
televised talk after speaking in 
Millen, Midville and Waynesboro. 
He talks Wednesday at Sardis, 
Hilltonia and Newington. A 
Wednesday talk at Sylvania was 
cancelled due to a city ordinance 
against such speeches, but he 
plans to spend the late afternoon 


introducing himself around Syl- 
vania’s business district. 


In Augusta, as well as at Tues- 
day’s other stops, the candidate 
/continued to emphasize his posi- 
|tion as the most independent of 
‘the major candidates, and said 
the time has come to break the 
‘hold of special interests on the 
‘State of Georgia, 

He named these interests as 
(1) racketeering liquor dealers 
who want to sell in dry counties; 
(2) road. contractors who prefer 
negotiated contracts to public 
bids; and (3) those who sell to 
the state through the purchasing 
department. 


He pledged to have all bids 
made on a competitive basis if 
elected and only after proper ad- 
vertising.

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Pests Can Be Ousted 
By the Iris Families 


By YOLANDE GWIN 
A human pest is here today and will be here tomorrow. 
But fortunateiy, a garden pest here today will be gone to 


morrow. 


A topflight expert on irises, 


E. Fay Pearce, knows all the 


underground tactics as a killer, and Tuesday gave a few pointers 
on the control of the pests to members of the Georgia Iris Society 


meeting at the Garden Center. 

The well-known iris fancier— 
he has more thar 265 varieties 
in his garden -—~ chose the 
borer, the rhizome or soft rot, 
the mustard seed fungus and the 
leaf spot to discuss in his talk 
on cultural diseases and methods 
of control. 


“Few growers realize that the 
borer likes the tall bearded va- 
rieties such as the Louisiana 
and the Siberian. This should be 
checked very carefully,”’ said 
Pearce. 


‘In the case of fungus in the 
soil, the best thing to do is to 
scrape and leave the rhizome 
exposed to the sun. Dust with 
some drying agent like sulphur 
or gypsum. 


CAUSES DISINTEGRATION 


“The mustard seed fungus 
comes in the summer, with hot 
weather and high humidity,” 
continued Pearce, ‘and it de- 
velops fast after a rain. It at- 
tacks the leaf fan at the ground 
level and being very toxic it 
disintegrates the leaf. 

“Tne cure for this is to scrape 
the affected area away with a 
shovel and then water with a 
solution of semesand at the 
strength of two level teaspoon- 
fuls to a gallon of water.” 

The speaker added a bright 
note to the iris sickness when 
he said that the leaf spot was 
the least dangerous of all. 

“It’s similar to black spot on 
rose leaves,”” he said. ‘Any 
good fungicide such as sulphur 
will hold it in. check but it is 
not a complete cure. Good, clean 
cultivation is a big aid in holding 
it down.”
